Claim 1 and Claim 14 is amended to replace the word "when" to a "," (comma). 

AMENDED Claim 1 (Page 3, Lines 1-3) "...wherein each of pixel electrodes 
further comprises at least a second aperture, the first aperture is located underneath the 
pixel electrode, and the second aperture is formed directly above the first aperture." 

AMENDED Claim 14 (Page 5, lines 3-6) "...wherein each of pixel electrodes 
further comprises at least a second aperture, the first aperture is located underneath the 
pixel electrode, and the second aperture is formed directly above the first aperture. 

Claims 1-7,9-14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Nishikawa discloses (Figure 5A.5B) wherein each of the pixel electrodes (55) 
further comprises at least a second aperture (shown above) when the first aperture 
(shown above) is located underneath the pixel electrode (55) and the second aperture 
is formed above the first aperture. 

Nishikawa does not disclose the second aperture formed directly above the first 
aperture. 

It would have not been obvious to combine another reference to disclose the 
second aperture of the pixel electrode being directly above the first aperture of the 
upper electrode of the storage capacitor.
